I (hall begin with Perry, 

Irſk,of the beginings of this Notorious retch in his 
Falle Swearing againlt divers for Meeting at Mr. 
Fillſors in St. Andrews Pariſh, as he pretended, 
for he was not there , as it will be made appear: 
ne gave in his Oath perticularly againſt Job Hall for being 
at the Meeting , who knowing him{clt not to be there, 
did Travicethe Inditment, and upon the Travice, Perry 
did again Swear it , whereupon he was find five pound, 
and forty Shillings Charges of the Court , for the Tra- 
viccing the Inditment,but ewenty Shillings was returned 
him again, Likewi(c he ſwore againſt £//1n Allin and 
Sarab Lockwood for being ar the ſame Meeting: : they 
knowing themſelves not to be there,they pleadedit tothe 
Juſtices , whereupon they pur them co Traverce the In- 
dictment next Seſhons, being come , and upon the Tra- 
verce they brought witnels ro prove that they were elſe- 
where , notwithſtanding Perry (wore it again, and-Uupon 
his teſtimony they were fined ewenty Shillings a piece, 
and befides paid the charges of the Court ; I might give 
youthe Names of abundance of perfons which he ſwore 
againſt, that were not there : bur | t;ave not reom in this 
ſheer to mention half, onely theic few : Mrs. Hills Wid- 
dow, Mr. Emery, Mrs, Raper, "Hel.ry Spakeman, and:Foln 
Spakeman : Obſerve by the way that this Job: Spakemass

that Mr. Yeoman vyas. not out of his evve houſe thar 
night : then Perry ſaid he vvas miſtaken, it vvas his man .

ar the ſaid meetring,vvhen it vvas proved that he vyas nor 
there, Likevvife he ſuwore agatnli 1{lkam Rogers , and 
Lydia Browr.; vvhereas both proved un Court that they

Ar the Quarter Seffions be uſcth to give in the natyes 
of a hundred ormore,, to the Grand Queſt at Quarter 
Seſliogs , to have them preſented for not going to their 
Parich'Churcl1 to kear D:vine Service. fome tor three 
months; and ſome for ſix, and others for nine and eleven 
months, vvhich is impoſsible for any one. man to knovy, 
much: more to ſyvear that fo many belonging to thirteen 
Pariſhes,and all ef them abſent from their Pariſh Church 
upon one and the fame day. I might hcre bring in a many 
morethat he ſvvore againlt, 
 Tobegin vvith Tr. Bland of St. Sepelcbres Pariſh, hc 
vvas preſented by Oath made by Perry for Eleven montt:; 
abſent from his Pariſh Church : bur to ſatrsfie the Courr, 
Thi, Blaxd procurcd' a Certificate from Mr. Morland, 
Miniſter of the ſame Pariſh, vvherein he dig certific thar 
this Tho, Bizad vvas not abſent fromhis Pariſh Church, 
two Lords days together of the Eleven months : the Ju- 
tices thereupon called the. Fore-man of the Grand 1n- 
queſt, vvhich vYas fr. Fames Alders, to tnovy vwho ir 
vyas rhet did upon Oath preſent T bo, Blazd, The, Mend,

Perry ſvvore againſt on D.rrington, (cryant ro MT. 
Tims, Bdward Spickman , and E/tjb Wods, for abſcnting 
from their Pariſh Church , vvhich vvas proved to tl 6 
contrary. , 

Though Perry's name rings throuzhout all Cambridge, 
{or his falſe ſwearing, yer he regards it nor, but rhe next 
$ ſons arrtemprs the like again , aftcr rakeing his Oath 
went tothe grand incucſt and preſented a long roul of pa- 
per,with the nan:cs of one hundred perſons ro have them 
perfecvred for not coming to encir p1tith Church ; feme 
tor thre months, and others for {ix ana for 11 ?onths: 
One Mr. Thomas walker asked tim how he durſt Swear 
224intt ſo many at once for abſeniing from their Parith 
C tiu:C!1 2 he was not able ro anſwer 1.im ; by the which 
mcar's he was filenced and returned,fo rothing was done 
tat rime, | 

Bur further obſerve his falle ſwearing agairſt Divers 
Intabirants in and about Camlridge, {ince the late AR a+ 
eainſt Conventicles was in force, | 
 Afeer all his former diſappointment in his falſe ſwear- 
in7,he is row like a man awakened again that had btenm 
dead flop, he now reſolves to be a Ring-leacer to all 
informers thcre abouts. One Fatis who had ruterred him
